The indications this year arc., for an 


enormous crop of frnit, barring un- 
looked-for set-backs and the caterpillars. 
These worms have swooped down on 
about every fruit tree in this vicinity 
and also are to be found on many other 
species. 


They play havoc with the foliage and 


fruit as well. 
They are also unsightly. 


The webs tangle up the branches and 
the squirming mass of worms is repul- 
sive. 


There's a new way of exterminating 


them, blowing them into perdition with 
a shot gun loaded with blank cirtridges. 
It does no harm to blaze away directly 
upward with shot in the load but 
blanks are just as good. 


Every night the frequent gunshots 


heard on the outskirts of the city are the 
result of irate fruit tree owners gunning 
for caterpillars. It doesn't tuke much 
of a marksman to destroy a whole nest, 
for there's no escape from the blast of 
the powder at short range. It doesn't 
hurt the-branches of the trees so much 
as building fires near them used to.

Dear Sir—Your letter of June 8th is 


received enclosing petitions addressed 
to the New Hampshire delegation in 
congress signed by the most eminent and 
most influential citizens of Portsmouth 
•without regard to party, representing 
the urgent need af efficient harbor for- 
tifications tor the defence of the waters 
of the Fiscataqua, and requesting] an 
appropriation of 8100,000 to be made 
immediately available for the purpose 
of such defence. 


These petitions so generally signed 


and so voluminous state the simple truth 
that it is necessary to make the various 
provisions specified in order to place 
Fort Constitution in proper condition 
to defend the harbor in case of a hostile 
attack, and the petitions will be gladly 
presented to congress by the members 
of your delegation. 


It is unnecessary for us to say that 


this danger of a Spanish invasion of the 
New England coast has not been left 
without consideration by the delegation 
from the state. The fact that New 
Hampshire has bat one seaport it>, how- 
ever, no reason why that seaport should 
receive more protection than the otuer 
seaports along our coast similarly sit- 
uated in our sister states. 
No state 


hues have any relation to the question 
of the protection of our soacoast line 
as a whole. President McKinley and 
the secretaries of the war and navy de- 
partments have given the subject of 
harbor defence most anxious attention 
and ha\e made the best possible prep- 
aration for such defence consistently 
with another and far more important 
national purpose, namely, the capture 
or destruction by the United States 
navy and army of the Spanish army and 
Spanish ships. The national defence of 
exposed positions should never be ne- 
glected in a warfare between nations, 
but necessarily the first and most im- 
portant aim should be by offensive move- 
ments to defeat the national enemy aud 
to make that enemy powerless to dam- 
age either the ships or the army or the 
coast fortifications of the nation which 
has taken up arms in a righteous cause. 
This primary purpose is being pursued 
by the president, the congress, and the 
navy and the army of the United States 
with the utmost attainable wisdom and 
energy, and we have no doubt that Ad- 
miral Dewey, Admiral Sampson, Com- 
modore Schley, Commodore Howell, 
General Miles, General Brooke, General 
Merntt and General Shatter, with the 
brave sailors and soldiers under their 
command, will within three months 
from the outbreak of the witr so crip- 
ple the Spanish army and navy that the 
citizens of Portsmouth and vicinity can 
sleep safely in their beds at night with- 
out fear that the waters of the Pisoata 
qua will be invaded by the Spanish ene- 
my. If we are right in this faith then 
although no unnecessary delay should 
be allowed in granting the prayer of 
the petitioners who have entrusted their 
entreaties to you for transmission, they 
must not be impatient if the full prep- 
aration which they desire for the main- 
tenance of a large and permanent garri- 
son at Fort Constitution is postponed 
until after the great national triumph 
of the United States over Spain is 
achieved, which we believe is soon to 
gladden the hearts of the American 
people and the friends of humanity, 
freedom and good government

Convoy Our Transports. 


LNDIA>A IS THE MOST POWERFUI,. 


8h« Will Probably Act an Flagship—Not 


Known* Who Will Be In Command. 
Naval Men Say Army Will >fot IIav« to

Washington, June 10.—The president 


spent a very quiet forenoon, receiving no 
important Official neys until the arrival 
ot the cabinet and disturbed less than 
usual by the demand for personal inter- 
views. 
Practically the only congress- 


men to talk to him today before tin-cab- 
inet assembled were Senator Lindsay ot 
Kentucky, who had an an appointment 
to urRe, Senator 1'latl of New York, who 
had some minor bustess to plate before 
the president, Kepresentativt Hooker of 
New York, Representative Hawley of 
Texas, and one or two other members of 
the house. The forenoon was devoid of 
developments in the war situation. 


Mr.« Hurt of Philadelphia, wife of the 


filibustering captain, pardoned yester- 
day by the president, was at the White 
House today looking after the oflk-lal 
papers with a view of getting them to 
Philadelphia at the earliest moment and 
expediting Captain Hart's release. 


Another formidable American fleet has 


at-sembled, consisting of 16 warships of 
various classes, headed by the big bat- 
tleship Indiana, which for all round ef- 
fectiveness stands at the head of the 
navy. 
This Meet 1« assembled at Port 


Tampa, and is to seive as a convoy for 
the troop transports from that point. 
The formation of this formidable convoy 
fleet is due to the repoi Is, more or less 
Indefinite, that Spanish ships were lurk- 
Ing between Florida and Cuba \\ith a 
view of intercepting the troopships. The 
navy dttpartment has not given serious 
credence to these reports, yet they were 
mure or less circumstantial. 


In order to avoid the slightest possibil- 


ity of a dash by some Spanish ships 
against the troop transports, this new 
fleet of 16 warships was determined upon. 
Whether it was ordered from Washing- 
ton or was due to the precautionary 
measures of the ollu lals in command in 
the south is not disclosed. It is known 
only that Commodote Uemy, commander 
of the naval base at Key West, has 
brought together this powerful fleet of 
convoys. 


It is strong enough both in number of 


ships, size of individual ships and arma- 
ment to cope with any Spanish vessels 
that might be at large In the \Vt-s-t In- 
dies, and it entirely eliminates any pos- 
sible- danger that might attend the trans- 
poiling of the army ol invasion to Cubfi. 
Captain Taj lor. u ho commands the ln- 
diun;i. is a% ailahle as commander of this 
squadron, although it is not disclosed 
definitely who u ill he Its chief.

The desirability of forming this fleet 


vi as suggested by the information, com- 
ing through official chancels, that Span- 
ish ships left Barcelona some days ago, 
bound for Cuban waters. This Informa- 
tion came to the state department. It 
was to the effect that the ships included 
three Spanish warships and one trans- 
port. The information was regarded as 
trustworthy. 
It was communicated to 


the navy department, and led to careful 
consideration. A little later came the 
reports from the ships off Florida that 
suspicious looking vessels, with military 
tops, had been seen In the offing-. 


These last reports were treated lightly, 


and some officials spoke of th,e matter 
as another case of Uie phantom shTjV 
"Flying Dutchman." But the better ad- 
vised ones, knowing- of the reports as to 
the sailing of Spanish ships from Bar- 
celona, looked upon the matter as one 
which should not be dismissed too light- 
ly. A single troop transport, carrying no 
armor, might be at the mercy of some 
stray Spanish ship, -and there was no 
purpose to htaard the lives of 1500 men 
on any of our ships, when reports came 
from two widely separated sources, one 
of them quit in detail, of the approach 
of Spanish ships. 


Some of the naval officers are laughing: 


In thoir sleeves at the lack of aggressive 
spirit in the army. 


"I do not believe the army will get 


Into the Cuban war at all." rem'arked 
tl naval officer this morning in com- 
menting upon the delay of the invading 
party. "From the present indications." 
he added, "the navy will be obliged to 
curry on this war single-handed. Ad- 
miral Sampson hus landed his marines 
ami bluejackets at Santiago, \\hi1e the 
army otlicers are vociferating against 
the landing of on invading party of less 
than 100,000 or more. So far as the army 
Is concerned, the whole thing la becom- 
ing a farce." 


Early in the day a report reached the 


navy department from unofficial sour- 
ces, that the Spanish forces at Santiago 
had surrendered to Admiral Sampson. 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Allen, 
when questioned on tho subject, said he 
doubted the report, as nothing of that 
character wa« contained in the iniorma- 
tiun received at the department late last 
night or this morning. 


Ho said three of Admiral Sampson's 


ships will be detailed 
to convoy the 


transports at Key West any u here they 
niiiy be ordered. 
Thus he 
Carefully 


guarded against stating directly the des- 
tination of thu army forces. - 


There is no attempt on the part of the 


war department officials to deny the 
report than an unexpected delay has oc- 
curred in the army expedition to San- 
tiago. 


A prominent official, when approached 


by a direct question about the holding up 
of the transports, nodded his head af- 
firmatively, and. with a look of supreme 
disgust, added: "Of course, you under- 
stand 1 am not permitted to discuss that 
subject.

Admiral 
Sampson has been communicated \\ith 
ind IIP can easily spare several of his 
ships for this duty.

movement is made ag-ainst Havana. The 
.-olunteers who have helped to capture 
Santiago and Porto Rico will be trainee 
down to something; like reg-ulars by thai 
time, and the raw men still in camp at 
"hickamauga and the gulf points can b 
wrought over and used merely as re 
serves. 


J. N. Stripling, United States attornej 


for the southern district of Florida, has 
transmitted to the department of justice 
a copy of the testimony recently taken 
by order of Judge Locke of that district 
In the matter of the charges made in 
April last to Admiral Sampson by Nava 
Cadet Needham Jones.

Capt. Walter Chatwind of tho big 


fishing schooner Otis P. Lord, hailing 
from Gloucester, undoubtedly jumped 
into the sen and was drowned at about 
5 o'clock this morning, while the ves- 
sel was anchored oil' Clark's island, in 
the lower harbor. 


The unfortunate man \v is, without a 


doubt, .suffering from temporary in- 
sanity. 


Since the vessel loft Gloucester on 


Thursday 
morning the crew noticed 


that the captain \vus uot apparently 
well and ou several occasions he made 
peculiar remarks to them. The crew 
however thought nothing particularly of 
his talk, other than, that they supposed 
he had become discouraged bec.iu.se 
there had been considerable trouble iu 
getting bait for the vessel. 


Last night Capt. Chatwind told the 


mate, Oden Nickort-on, who also be- 
longs iu Gloucester, that his head felt 
very strange, but suou after the captain 
turned ic and went to sleep. 


This morning shortly after 5 o'clock, 


the niato was aroused from sleep by the 
captain, who came iitul sat down br the 
mate's bunk. When the mate awoke 
the captain was staring iu the former's 
f ice. 


Capt. Chatwiiul pat there without 


speaking for about five minutes dressed 
iu nothing but his under-clothes, and 
as soon as he ^rot up went ou deck. Al- 
most immediately the mate heard a 
scraping uoise on the side of the deck 
of the vessel, followed by a splash in 
the water. 


The mate, suspecting something had 


happened to the captain, ran on deck as 
soon as possible, but the captain had 
disappeared. 


The crow were aroused and lowered 


their boats and searched 
the water 


in the vicinity of the vessel for over an 
hour but not a trace of the missing man 
could bo found. 


The man's clothes were found beside 


his bunk, exactly where ho had left 
them the night before. 
Iu a pocket of 


the pants was SSI in bills. 


The mate and two of the crew came 


to the city this uiorniog and notified 
Marshal Entwistle of the 
facts, and 


telegraphed the owners of the vessel, 
Jiirnes E. Bradley and Co., of Glouces- 
ter. 


The ctjptain was a native of Woods 


Harbor, U. S., about 
;jO 
years of 


age and owns a homo iu Gloucester, 
where he leaves a wife. 


The mate stated to the HKK.U.D rep- 


resentative that Capt. Chutwind was a 
tine fellow, an.l had been master of the 
Lord since last fall. Mite Xicki.-rs&n is 
acquainted with the captain's relatives 
.and said that a brother died 
in au 


asylum about a year ago. 


The vessel carries a crew of eleven 


men. 
Au attempt will be made this 


afternoon to locate the body. 


It was about high water at the time 


the captain wa? lost. 
Tiie only other 


theory than that of suicide is that he 
was possibly seized with a fainting fit 
while sitting ou the rail and fell over. 
There was no vessel near the Lord at 
the time, so no information could be 
learned from this source.
